THE PUBLIC HEALTH BELL. 

(To the Editarwf the (Cumwa Matt.') 

. Hongkong, 27th June, 1887. 

Sm,—It appeora there is-on—impression 

abroad that the petition for postponing 
the Publie Health Bill was signed priuci- 
pally by owners of property. who would be 
affected by the passing of this Bill, and that 
they care nothing for the Sauitary condi- 
tion of the Colony so leng as: they’ can 
obtain a return. of 15 per cent. for their 
inveatment.- Be that. aa it may, it is not a 
new thing to learn that m-n-ure ready to 
try to safeguard their vested interests in 
the way that to them sevms best; bit 
inasmuch as the moniorial simply asked for 
a postponement, in order to have the matter 
toro fully considered” it is not apparent 
héw, at this sthge, an’ accusation: of that 
sort can’ be sustained. 
I imagine .bnt few of the sigaatories 
would raisé the slightest objection to all 
suitable sanitary mersures- being carried 
out, but I beliove every one would object, 
be ho Property Owner or Ratepayer, to 
have to pay additional taxes for the costs of 
such unnecessary sweeping alterations as 
are contemplated by this Bill; therefore, 
it seems Lut n wise course to try and get 
the collective wisdom of all “concerned 
brought to bear upon tho subject before 
passing such a Bill. 

It may not have occurred tu the Framers 
of this Bill that uthor ways.may bo found 
to obtain the object sought; namely, tho 
better sanitation of the Colony, with less 
friction, aud. cortainly lees coat to Rato- 
payers, than the one now bofore the public. 
This much is certain that if 20,000 people 
have to be turned ut of dwellings now in 


ao modornised os to embrace all the lateal 
sanitary improvemente, ono of which ap- 
pears to be a ‘ ten-feet back-yard,’ the cost 
will be enormous, and causes for compensa~ 
tion will arise which must be settled in 
accordance with the covenant in the Lease 
to pay ‘full and fair’ compensation on re- 
sumption. 

As ‘overcrowding, and the necessity 
to have the lower classes better housed 
is admitted on all hands, would it not 
be well for the Government at once 
to take in hand the making of Tram- 
ways to the vicinity . of suitable aites, 
and sell, those sites at prices which will in- 
duce people to inveat{ But if Tramways 
are not yet part of the Government sehane, 
why not begin by resuming the ground be- 
hind theGas Company, extending to Sunny- 
side, Fair View, and the road to the West 
of Ball's Court, where will be found, and 
en be made, sites for hundreds of houses, 
and at a less cost for compensation, than 
pulling down and rebuilding upon the sites 
how occupied by coolie-housea? And in 
order that there inay by ny mistake, let the 
Government plot out the sites, with the 
number of houses to be’ built thereen, and 
then there is 1 “oubt these sites would be 
bought; built ‘upon, and repay the Govern- 
ment all that it hus paid, that is, nesuming 
ws fancy price, inelnding unearned inete- 
ment, has not been paid for resumption, 

Of course, if the ownera of the sites like 
to build in accordance with Governinent 
Plans, by all’ mens, let them do so, and 
gompenaation will not ariso, 

But the Sanitary Board may sty that the 


present coolie houséa ure altugether unsnit- 
able for human habitation and must be 
taken down, which, to say the least, would 
be a seri us reflection upon the Surveyor 
General’s depurtment for having allowed 
these dwellings to be built, and within re- 
cent yeurs. . ; 5 

The owner would then uudeubtedly be 
entitled to compensation, aud it wonld re- 
main only to reduce that compensation to a 
minimum. Assuming then that some of 
these houses must coine down, is it essen- 
tially neceasary in rebuilding that uo ‘hard 
and fast’ rule must bo observed of leaving 
a ten-foct back-yard'? If not, let the 
Government embody in its Billa elanse ta 
tho effect that each case will be decided on 
its own merits, and that ‘full and fair.’ 
componsation ascertained by a Committee 
to be agreed upon will be made. Thus a 
great deal, if not the whole, of the opposi- 
tion te this Bill will be removed ; fat, to 
tha Chinese, this ‘ ten-feet back-yard ' busi- 
ness. is a ‘mine’ which they did net 
contemplate would ba sprang pou them 
in dealing with the Crown, and they 
may now be pardoned ° for asking that 
something more than an expression at 
‘Friendliness’ must be shown thein 
fram an Administrator who docs not 
recugniss the promises of lis predecessor, 
before willingly surrendering what they 
conceived to be covenanted rights eyntained 
in the Crown Leases, under which they 
have invested Millions of Dollars.

When a large ocean steamer is weeeked 
with possibly some loss of life, and neces. 
sarily a great destruction of property, the 
genersl public are apt te apportion the 
blame on grounds that are inguftictent. 
Moreover, the attention of the public is 
natorally fixed on the dramativ episydes. 
On the other hand, to a court of inquiry 
the chief question is-—why was the ship 
wrecked? Everything that followed the 
striking onthe rock is, 80 te sey, treated 
as secondary and accidental, But it is on 
these after features of the wreck that the 
public interest. is naturally chicily fixed. 
Befora the ship struck we had questions of 
correct navigation, or of jt od judyinunt in 
one ortwo men.

The captain, 
however, may lose his reputation. He 
may also have been part owner of the 
vesselor cargo. Thus the captain ia iikely 
to feel that fits own interests and those of 
the erew are not altogether identical and 
ha is indiszused to encuunge them te give 
up tao sun theie strusgle with wiad and 
wave, -Ladian Eugiseeriag.
